German Diary 
by Ann Morton 


As soon as Easter vacation 
started, we left Berlin by jet head- 


ed for London, We scheduled the fe 


light to coincide with the arrival 
from America of my parents, 
Robert and Florence Hastings. 
Heathrow Airport is an enormous 
@lace, and we were glad to see 
their familiar faces soon after 
clearing customs. 

Our first ride on the under- 
ground or “tube” enabled us to 
cover the 15 miles into the city 
quickly, Finding our hotel and 
Jearning how,to ride the various 
lines of the tube were not made 
easier, as we had hoped, just be- 
cause we spoke the language. 
There were so many tourists in 
London on hodiday, that we heard 
almost as much German and 
French being spoken around us as 
English. We talked with many 
North American visitors whose as- 
wents were easily identified, 

London put on its best face 
with ‘bright sunshine, spring flow- 
ers and warm weather for three 
days. We chose to use the double 
decker buses to get around the 
city because the conductor could 
tell us if we were headed in the 
right direction and helpfully get all 
seven of us aboard and me seated 
with my crutches before starting 
the bus. The tube didn’t have 
these advantages, but if we found 
the right line, it got us to our des- 
tination faster. 

On Easter Sunday we spent 
some time at St. Paul's Cathedral 
and Westminster Abbey with a 
break in between for lunch in the 
sunshine at Hyde Park. A city tour 
gave us a chance to locate places 
of interest in the city and helped 
us plan Jater excursions. 

While watching the arrival of 
the Horse Guards at Whitehall, we 
looked across the square at Dexter 
and Jan Stowell. How exciting it 
fis in a city of seven million peo- 
ple to look at a sea of faces and 
recognize friends. The following 
day the men of our group met 
the Stowells again on a street 
corner in Greenwich. 

Places like Trafalgar Square, 
Picadilly Circus, Big Ben which 
hhad only been names in a book 
were brought to life for us. Lon- 
don Bobbies and the Queen's 
Guards looked just as they should. 
Speaker's Corner was the center 
of much activity of Easter Sun- 
day and Londoners were most 
helpful and friendly. 

We were confused by the cur- 
rency and its value most of the 
time, but we did enjoy talking and 
listening to British people that we 
met. A friendly yeoman warder’s 
comment on learning that I broke 
my leg skiing in Austria: “You 
will pursue these mad pursuits” 
in a clipped British way that just 
won us over. He saw that we avoid- 
ed the crowd waiting to see the 
Crown Jewels and led us Straight 
inside, 

An afternoon of shopping on 
Oxford Street was a must for the 
“girls", as a boat trip to Green- 
wich to view the Cutty Sark and 
Sir Francis Chichester’s Gypsy 
Moth was a treat for the rest of 
our party, 

London’s theaters could keep 
‘one entertained for weeks. In 
Spite of its twenty-seven year run, 
Agatha Christie’s “Mousetrap” was 
sold out. The delightful musical 
“Annie” was also sold out, but 
we managed to stand for the per- 
formance, 

Since the Queen was not in resi- 
dence at Buckingham Palace, we 
followed her to Windsor, along 
with a few thousand other tourists, 


After a London visit that was 
all too short we made a two hour 
drain trip to Harwich. There we 
boarded the large Prinz ferry for 
a 20 hour trip across the English 
channel and through the North Sea 
io Hamburg, Germany. Fishing 
boats were numerous, and we were 
surprised at the amount of boat 
traffic around us, 

Fortunately the crossing was 
smooth, and we awoke the next 
day for our first glimpse of Gér- 
many’s northern coast. We made 
our way through Hamburg to the 

rain Station, as our ultimate des- 
ination that day was Bremerhay- 
ej, 

_ AS soon as we docked in Ham- 
burg, my folks had their first ex- 
perience with the German lan- 
Buage, street arid shop signs and 
money, All of these can be a bit 
Dewildering at first, 

_ Our connections on the German 
“train were, as usual, very good. A 
party of seven can travel as a 
“Group” at a reduced rate, We 
changed trains in Bremen, home 
of the famous “Bremen Town Mu- 
Sitians.” This ¢ity, while far in- 
and, was severely bombed during 
World War IL as were its sister 
cities of Hamburg and Bremerhay- 
en, Thé latter two were arid are 
important seaports, _ 

On Our artival in Bremerhaven 
we found a Germon hotel not far 
from the railroad station, so we 
checked in there and left to see 
the towti. Its Maritime Museum is 
new and quite interesting, A. thir- 
deenth century ship was found 
about four years ago buried in the 
mud flats. The planking was drill. 
ed and lashed together with reeds, 
Since that time, work has been 
underway reconstructing the ship. 
The parts that ate left are being 
used ag a guide in the reconstruc. 
tion, The original ship must be 
Kept wet to prevent further de. 
terioralion.

#30 MILLION OWED STATE 
BY ABSENT PARENTS 


“About $30 million is owed the 
Maine Department of Human Ser- 
vices by absent parents whose fam- 
ilies must rely on the Aid to Fam- 
ilies with Deperident Children (AF 
DC) Program, according to Michael 
R. Pettit, Commissioner. 

“To collect this money, the de- 
Partment’s Support, Enforcement 
and Location Unit (SELU) is tak- 
ing a tough look at parents who 
are not providing support for their 
children," the Commissioner says, 
“When a family is deprived of its 
Principal breadwinner, it usually 
has to rely on AFDC for the nec- 
essities, In such cases, the depart- 
ment collects the court ordered 
support payments and makes up 
the rest out of tax money.” 

Currently, the AFDC program 
costs about $52 million each year 
in direct payments to more than 
19,000 broken and low income 
families, 

The $30 million owed the state 

is from court and DHS established 
obligations of $14 million a year 
from absent parents, and $16 mil- 
lion in overdue back payments, 
according to Colburn Jackson, 
SELU director. 
i “Several years ago the unit had 
eight agents handling an average 
*B00 cases each,” he says. Of course 
the collection rate was not very 
high and back payments accumu- 
Jated.” 

The fiscal year ending June 30, 
1979, showed SELU collections at 
a record $4.3 million. Jackson says 
this is more than $1 million above 
the previous year’s collection and 
more than 400% about 1975 collec- 
tions. He expects to collect more 
than $5 million during the current 
fiscal year that ends June 30, 
1980. 

The money from this collection 
is returned to the AFDC program. 
Jackson says that although he ex- 
Pects collections to continue to 
rise, he does not expect to be 
able to collect the entire debt 
owed the state. 

“We realize in some cases the 
court orders are beyond the means 
of the absent parent to pay be- 
cause of a variety of reasons such 
as lack of legal representation at 
the time of divorce, sickness or a 
change in financial status,"’ Jack- 
son says. “Other times the court 
orders are too low and it is not 
cost effective for the state to at- 
tempt collection.” * 


“We try to maintain a policy of 
fairness and understanding of the 
particular circumstances in each 
individual case with all our deal- 
ings with the absent parents,”’ he 
says. “We try to be flexible when 
working out ways for parents to 
meet their child support obliga- 
tion. But once an arrangement js

“We are using a newly develop- 
ed genetic matching blood test to 
establish paternity,” he says, “This 
method has proven more than 90% 


accurate and is also a protection. 


for men who are falsely accused of 
paternity. With wider use of this 
testing, it will become increasingly 
difficult for actual fathers to avoid 
their parental responsibilities. 
Maine’s SBLU program's effic- 
iency is among the top six in the 
nation. For every dollar it costs 
the unit to operate, it returns more 
than $4 to the AFDC program, Tom 
Morousas, Program Specialist, Of- 


fice of Child Support Enforce- 


ment, Department of Health, Ed- 
ucation: and Welfare, Region I, 
Boston, says “Federal representa- 
tives are using Maine as a model 


to beef up the programs in other 


states whose programs are not as 
cost effective.” 

“One element of Maine’s suc- 
cess in collections is its versatili- 
ty and resourcefulness in using 
all available enforcement tech- 
niques,” Morousas says, “such as 
mandatory payroll deductions, 
criminal prosecution with long 
term probation and the use of IRS 
record systems,” 

“The Child Support Enforce- 
ment Program has gained tremen- 
dous support throughout the na- 
tion,” he says. “No longer will 
child support desertion be tolerat- 
ed by state or federal government.

Why not smoke? 

Why worry about being fat, or 
just plump? 

Why worry about having a few 
drinks? 

If these questions describe an 
attitude Maine residents have ab- 


out their health, the Maine De- Se ‘ 


partment of Human services wants 


to do something about it, 

For openers, the Department 
has applied for a $122,000 “risk 
reduction program” grant from 
the U, S. Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare available 


from the Center of Disease Con- | 


trol in Atlanta. 


If granted, the funds would be 5 is - 


used to expand the state agency's 
ability to meet its responsibilities 
of protecting, preserving and pro- 
moting the public’s health. 

Commissioner Michael R. Petit 
has estimated the total cost of 
health care for Maine people will 
soon surpass $1 billion a year, and 
by 1985 could reach $2 billion 
a present trends are revers- 
e 


Commissioner Petit, who thas 
made health protection a major 
goal of his administration, expects 
the program to “promote more 
healthful lifestlyes by facilitating 
voluntary adoption of, or change 
in selected personal choice behav- 
iors resulting in a lowered risk of 
chronic disease, disability and 
death.” 

In other words, the Department 
of Human Services wants Maine 
residents to change their attitudes 
about unhealthy habits. Even more 
important, the Department of 
Human Services wants the citi- 
zens to know why they should, and 
how they can do it. 

The Department of Human Ser- 
vices’ grant application lists some 
of the reasons why Maine resi- 
dents should change their unheal- 
thy life styles: 

1. There are about 150,000 cit- 
zens using mental health services. 

2. Disease of the respiratory 
system accounts for 27.4% of all 
illnesses covered by Workman's 
Compensation in Maine. and the 
national average is 5.7%. 

3. A random survey of Maine 

households showed that 31% had 
a member of the family in bed at 
home for illness or injury in the 
Past three months. The major 
causes for illness were influenza, 
respiratory problems and acci- 
ents. 
4, The leading cause of death 
for people between 10 and 34 was 
an accident especially in a motor 
vehicle, A Department of Public 
Safety report for one month, Sep- 
tember 1978, showed 88% of the 
motor vehicle deaths that month 
occurred as a result of drivers 
operating under the influence with 
blood alcohol levels high enough 
to warrant conviction. 

“It's obvious from just a few 
statistics such as these that chan- 
ges in lifestyles could have reduc- 
ed illness and death for many 
Maine residents,” Commissioner 
Petit said. 

Excessive drinking, smoking and 
drug abuse are all habits that have 
to be changed before we can see 
any change in the trends these 
figures show us,” he said. 

The commissioner also Pointed 
out that a lack of exercise, im- 
proper diets heavy with ‘Sunk 
food” and failure to use safety de- 
Vices in cars are habits that can

CAUTION URGED FOR 
BACKYARD MECHANICS 

Summer, with its vacations and 
week end outings, is also the 
backyard mechanic season for 
many car owners. 

“Doing your own automotive 
work can save time and money, if 
handled safetly; however, many 
do-it-yourselfers make a mistake 
by using bumper jacks for support 
while doing wheel or undercar- 
riage work. Fact is, a bumper 
jack is for one purpose—changing 
a tire,” said Col, Allan H. Weeks, 
Chief of the Maine State Police. 

Weeks said jack stands are 
needed for repairs when a motor 
vehicle is suspended above the 
pavement for longer than it would 
take to change a tire, Bumper 
jacks should be used only to lift 
the vehicle high enough to place 
the jack stands, 

To safely use bumper jacks, the 
Maine State Police list these steps: 

—Make sure the jack platform 
is on a smooth, level surface with 
the shaft of the jack perpendicular 
to the ground. Position the bump- 
er hook according to the owner's 
manual. Make sure the lock is in 
the full up position before rais- 
ing the vehicle. 

—Press down on the service 
brake and set the emergency brake 
to lock all four wheels. Shift into 
“park” on automatic transmission 
vehicles or “reverse” on manual 
transmissions, 

—When changing tires, loosen 
lug nuts before jacking the wheel 
off the ground. This will make it 
easier to unfasten the nuts. A 
sharp pull on the lug wrench while 
the car is on the jack might cause 
the vehicle to fall. When replac- 
ing the tire, semi-tighten the lugs 
while the wheel is raised. Finish 
the job when the wheel is on the 
ground. 

—Jack slowly to avoid shaking 
the car, 

—Finally, check to make sure 
nothing is under the car before 
lowering it to the ground.
